SUPERINTENDING  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

OF  THE 

TOWN  OF  HAMPSTEAD,  N.  H. 
Foe   the   Year   Ex  ding    March   1,  1878. 

In  completion  of  my  duties  as  committee,  I  hereby 
present  a  report  of  the  condition  of  our  schools  for  the 
past  school-year. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

Trustees — Amos  Buck,  Tristram  Little,  William  C.  Little, 
Frederick  A.  Pike,  Daniel  H.  Emerson,  Nelson  Ordway,  and 
Rev.  Albert  Watson,  ex-officio. 

Teacher,  Myron  P.  Dickey,  who  has  had  the  charge  of  the 
school  for  three  years.  The  last  term  closed  on  Saturday, 
the  23d  of  February. 

The  examination  was  very  satisfactory  to  all  friends 
present.  The  rhetorical  exercises  were  remarkably  good, 
showing  a  high  order  of  talent.  It  was  evident  there  would 
be  a  close  contest  for  the  prizes  offered  for  the  best  select 
reading,  declamation,  and  essay.  Three  students  had  been 
selected  to  compote  for  each  prize,  and  the  result  proved 
that  it  was  no  unequal  contest  in  either  case.  Prizes 
were  awarded  as  follows  :  For  best  declamation,  Albert  H. 
Emerson ;  for  best  select  reading,  Susie  C.  Smith ;  for  the 
best  essay,  Charles  W.  Garland. 

Number  of  students  attending  the  school  during  the 
spring  term,  thirty  ;  summer  term,  twenty-seven ;  winter 
term,  twenty-four

BY  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

FIRST  YEAR.  FIRST  TERM. 

Algebra,  Physical  Geography,  and  Analysis. 

PECOND  TERM. 

Algebra,  Physical  Geography,  and  Analysis. 

THIRD  TERM. 

Algebra,  Philosophy,  Reading,  and  Spelling. 

SECOND  YEAR.  FIRST  TERM. 

Geometry,  Philosophy,  Reading,  and  Spelling. 

SECOND  TERM. 

Geometry,  Civil  Government  or  Botany,  English  or  Gen- 
eral History. 

THIRD  TERM. 

Problems  or  Trigonometry  and  Surveying,  Astronomy  and 
English  or  General  History. 

THIRD  YEAR. — FIRST  TERM. 

Astronomy,  Rhetoric,  and  Problems. 

SECOND  TERM. 

Geology,  English  Literature,  Review  of  Algebra  and  Ge- 
ometry. 

THIRD  TERM. 

Political  Economy  or  Chemistry,  Mental  Philosophy,  re- 
view of  Grammar  and  Analysis. 

Rhetorical  exercises  throughout  the  entire  course. 

Reading  and  Spelling  exercises  twice  a  week,  during  all 
times  in  which  these  studies  do  not  come  into  the  above 
course. 

Latin  and  Greek  may  be  taken  in  addition  to  the  above 
course. 

A  diploma  shall  be  granted  to  those  who  shall  satisfacto- 
rily complete  this  course,  or  its  equivalent. 
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SCHOOL  REPORT. 


BUSINESS  COURSE. 

The  first  two  years  shall  constitute  a  business  course,  and 
a  certificate  will  be  granted  to  any  pupil  desiring  to  gradu- 
ate at  its  completion. 

PREPARATORY  STUDIES. 

Previous  to  entering  this  course,  the  pupils  must  be  able 
to  pass  an  examination  in  Geography,  History  of  the  United 
States,  the  whole  of  English  Grammar,  Eaton's  Common 
School  Arithmetic,  or  its  equivalent,  Physiology  and  Book- 
Keeping,  the  last,  (Book-keeping)  to  be  optional. 

All  pupils  are  expected  to  have,  at  least,  three  recitations 
daily. 

The  above  course  will  be  followed  as  closely  as  is  com- 
patible with  the  best  interests  of  the  school. 

The  spring  term  of  school  commences  the  second  Tuesday 
of  April.  Fall  term,  the  last  Tuesday  of  August.  Winter 
term,  second  Tuesday  of  December. 

N.  B. — All  who  wish  to  be  examined  for  admission  to  the 
High  School,  during  the  coming  year,  are  requested  to  meet 
the  Trustees  at  the  schoolhouse,  on  Saturday,  March  23d, 
at  two  o'clock,  P.  M. 

DISTRICT  NO.  1. 

E.   H.   NOTES,   PRUDENTIAL  COMMITTEE, 

Teacher  for  the  year,  Miss  Nellie  F.  Little,  of  Atkinson 
The  school  was  divided  into  three  terms  of  11,  9,  and  10 
weeks  The  school  is  small,  numbering  only  14,  .  at  most ; 
and  one  half  this  number  are  quite  young,  yet  the  regularity 
and  punctuality  of  attendance  was  commendable.  The 
teacher  secured  the  affections  and  confidence  of  her  pupils, 
and  labored  assiduously  for  their  improvement.  She  was 
experienced,  and  there  was  no  want  of  adaptation  of  teacher 
to  school.  The  discipline  of  the  school  was  fair,  and  at  the 
close  of  each  term  the  excersises  were  good.  Had  the 
school  been  larger,  it  might  have  been  better. 


SCHOOL  REPORT. 
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DISTRICT  NO.  2. 

PERLEY  H.   SHANNON,   PRUDENTIAL  COMMITTEE. 

Teacher,  Miss  Annie  S.  Moulton. 

There  were  three  terms  of  school,  amounting  to  32  weeks. 
It  was  much  the  largest  school  in  town,  numbering  60 
pupils.  The  teacher  had  the  benefit  of  nine  year's  experi- 
ence in  teaching.  Her  efforts  to  raise  the  standing  of  the 
school  were  approved  by  the  district. 

During  the  year  three  scholars  have  been  advanced  up  to 
the  High  School,  and  more  are  waiting  an  opportunity. 

The  parents  and  friends,  to  the  number  of  60,  who  visited 
the  school,  are  quite  competent  to  judge  as  to  its  full 
merits. 

DISTRICT  NO.  3. 

DR.   J.  C.  EASTMAN,  PRUDENTIAL  COMMITTEE. 

Teacher,  spring  and  fall,  Miss  Susan  F.  Goodwin,  of 
Kingston. 

The  first  term  commenced  May  1st,  and  continued  nine 
weeks.  Miss  Goodwin  was  an  experienced  teacher,  and  she 
made  herself  at  home  in  the  schoolroom.  Her  pupils  were 
judiciously  classified,  and  every  branch  of  study  was  prop- 
erly attended  to.  Her  mode  of  instruction  was  thorough, 
and  at  the  close  of  the  term  it  was  evident  that  she  was 
the  right  teacher  for  the  place. 

The  next,  and  last  term,  commenced  Sept.  l^th,  and 
closed  Nov  16th.  Having  succeeded  in  awakening  a  lively 
interest  in  study  during  the  first  term,  her  labors  were 
rewarded  with  still  better  success  during  this ;  and  her 
pupils  progressed  finely  to  the  close  of  the  school.  In  her 
government,  there  was  no  lack  of  kindness  or  firmness,  and 
good  order  was  the  result.  She  was  mistress  of  the  situa- 
tion, and  was  well  sustained  by  the  district.  The  number 
of  parents  and  friends  present  at  the  closing  examination 
exceeded  the  number  of  pupils  ;  and  there  appeared  to  be 
but  one  opinion  regarding  the  school. 
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DISTRICT  NO.  4. 

WILLIAM  PAGE,  PRUDENTIAL  COMMITTEE. 

Teacher,  Miss  Helen  F.  Merrill,  of  Chester. 

There  were  three  terms  of  school :  the  first  commenced 
April  16th,  and  closed  June  29th  ;  second  commenced  Sept. 
23d  and  closed  Nov.  16th, — last  term  of  ten  weeks  closed 
February  9th, — making  bl  weeks  in  all.  The  teacher's  ex- 
perience was  turned  to  good  account,  both  as  to  govern- 
ment and  mode  of  instruction. 

Her  kind  and  impartial  treatment  of  her  pupils  secured 
their  confidence  ;  and  her  energetic  and  accurate  manner  of 
teaching  resulted  in  decided  improvement. 

Reading  and  spelling  received  a  proper  share  of  the 
teacher's  attention  ;  and  her  efforts  in  this  direction  created 
a  commendable  interest  and  enthusiasm. 

Very  preceptible  improvement  was  made,  generally,  which 
was  plainly  seen  at  the  close  of  each  term  ;  and  the  school 
was  taught  and  governed  to  general  satisfaction. 

DISTRICT  NO  5. 

EDWIN  JOHNSON,  PRUDENTIAL  COMMITTEE. 

Teacher  for  the  first  term,  Miss  Nellie  C.  Rhodes,  of 
Brentwood. 

The  school  was  opened  May  1st,  and  continued  nine 
weeks.  Although  it  was  Miss  Rhodes'  first  attempt  at 
teaching,  and  the  school  was  very  small,  she  managed  to 
awaken  considerable  interest  ;  and,  considering  the  number 
of  pupils,  a  very  commendable  progress  was  made.  This 
teacher  would  be  likely  to  succeed  in  a  much  larger 
school. 

The  fall  term  of  12  weeks  was  taught  by  Miss  Lilla  B. 
Towle,  of  Kingston.  She  came  well  recommended,  and  was 
found  to  be  well  qualified.  Her  mode  of  teaching  compared 
well  with  that  of  Miss  Rhodes,  so  no  great  loss  was  sus- 
tained by  a  change  of  teachers,  She  pursued  her  work  with 
energy,  and  was  as  successful  as  could  reasonably  be  ex- 
pected under  all  the  circumstances.  She  gave  general 
satisfaction  to  the  district. 
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DISTRICT  NO.  6. 

EVERETT  MOULTON,  PRUDENTIAL  COMMITTEE. 

Teacher,  summer  and  fall,  Miss  Flora  A.  Gordon,  of 
Danville. 

Previous  experience,  success,  and  the  confidence  of  the 
parents  in  the  district,  were  an  advantage  to  the  teacher ; 
and  bat  little  effort  was  wanted  to  secure  good  order.  She 
appreciated  the  co-operation  of  the  parents  ;  and,  in  return, 
devoted  herself  to  the  work  before  her  in  earnest.  The 
closing  examination  of  the  first  term  was  very  satisfactory. 

The  fall  term  commenced  the  13th  of  August  and  closed 
Dec.  14th.  The  same  industry  and  earnestness  which  char- 
acterized the  first  term  were  plainly  visible  during  the  last, 
and  evidences  of  fair  improvement  were  not  wanting  in 
every  branch  of  study.  The  presence  of  so  many  friends, 
and  their  complimentary  remarks,  at  the  last  examination, 
showed  that  hell,  services  were  appreciated. 


DISTRICT  NO.  7. 

GEORGE  ALLEN,  PRUDENTIAL  COMMITTEE. 

Teacher,  both  terms,  Miss  Susie  M.  Clifford,  of  Danville. 

This  is  the  second  year  this  school  has  been  under  the 
charge  of  Miss  Clifford.  The  first  term  commenced  April 
30th  and  continued  9  weeks. 

This  second  term  commenced  Sept.  23d,  and  closed  Nov, 
23d.    The  school  Was  well  attended  during  both  terms. 

The  discipline  Was  good,  and  the  teacher  was  industrious. 
Every  study  received  proper  attention,  and  a  marked  gen- 
eral interest  was  created,  and  sustained  through  both  terms  | 
resulting  in  commendable  improvement.  A  promptness  and 
fullness  in  answering  questions  was  noted  at  both  examina- 
tions. Cheerfulness,  and  a  readiness  to  comply  with  the 
teacher's  requirements,  attended  all  the  performances  in 
school.

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REMARKS. 

During  the  past  year  our  teachers  have  been  industrious 
and  faithful.  They  have,  without  exception,  given  strict 
attention  to  their  business,  and  been  found  worthy  of  their 
vocation.  With  one  exception,  all  had  the  advantage  of 
large  experience  in  teaching,  which  has  been  turned  to  good 
account ;  and  the  general  standing  of  our  schools  has  been 
raised  so  that,  as  a  whole,  they  were  never  in  a  better 
condition. 

Considering  that  38*7  persons  have  visited  our  district 
schools  during  the  past  year,  it  must  be  conceeded  that  an 
unusual  interest  has  been  taken  in  the  education  of  our 
children. 

If  a  reasonable  advance  has  been  made  in  the  right  direc- 
tion, let  every  friend  of  education  lend  a  helping  hand,  not 
only  to  retain  the  advantage  already  gained,  but  to  influence 
and  encourage  the  young  to  make  still  more  strenuous 
efforts  for  greater  success  in  the  future. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  useful  and 
ornamental  branches— reading  and  spelling— have  received 
proper  attention ;  and,  writing  too,  has  not  been  neglected; 
and  it  is  hoped  that  these  studies  in  the  future  will  receive 
the  largest  share  of  the  district  school  teacher's  attention, 
that  a  "sure  foundation  "  may  be  laid  upon  which  to  build 
when  the  pupils  shall  be  admitted  to  the  High  School. 

Should  any  be  so  unfortunate  as  to  be  unable  to  attend 
this  school,  they  will  have  the  benefit  of  this  foundation 
upon  which  to  build,  as  circumstances  may  admit,  during 
their  whole  lives. 

It  is  unreasonable  to  expect  that, — 

"All  knowledge,  both  human  and  divine, 

Which  thought  can  reach,  or  science  can  define," 

can  be  acquired  in  our  district  schools ;  therefore,  teachers 
should  look  well  to  those  things  which  are  of  the  most  im- 
portance. 

In  educating  children,  we  should  never  forget  the  very 
great  importance  of  cultivating  their  physical  as  well  as 
lheir  mental  and  moral  faculties. 
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Finally,  "Of  all  the  dispositions  and  habits  which  lead  to 
political  prosperity,  religion  and  morality  are  indispensable 
supports  In  vain  would  that  man  claim  the  tribute  of  pat- 
riotism, who  should  labor  to  subvert  these  great  pillars  of 
human  happiness — these  firmest  props  of  the  duties  of  men 
and  citizens." 

Thanks  to  our  teachers,  and  to  the  parents  and  friends 
who  have  co-operated  with  them  in  their  school-work,  and, 
above  all,  to  Him,  who  in  wisdom  overrules  all  things  for 
good.
